that could possibly leave their berths were there to hear instruction, and 
the interest was the more enhanced as the child who died was to be buried 
in the- liquid grave, tfter singing and prayer the meeting was severally 
addressed on the subjects of reeurroction, parents and children, by the 
President, Elders Jeremy, Lamoreaux, and Mills, after the conclusion of 



this meeting the body of the Child sewed decently up in clean doth, and 
a bag of stones attached to it was lain on a frame, and after the hymn 
"Now She's Gone We'd Not Recall Her" was sung, and prayer , v she was cast into 
the watery element*

Monday 30th* The wind blowing a splendid breeze today and fair* 
President Stevenson Issued k$k yards of nankeen for wagon and tent covers 
today and the Saints entered heartily and willingly into the duty. The 
poop deck was covered with sisters and brothers engaged cheerfully in 
sewing the covers and tents* It appeared quite a place of industry* 

Wednesday , May 2nd, The sky still gloomy and several showers of rain 
fell With squalls. *kt 8 o'clock this morning Caradeo Palmer Beynon age 
11 months died of inflammation of the chest— her parents were from Methyr 
Tydfyi, Wales. The child was consigned to the liquid tomb, after singing, 
and prayer by Elder Thos. Jeremy about half past two o'clock. «. case was 
reported, today of two sisters being mesmerised which was warmly denounced 
by Elder Stevenson and forbidden by him to be permitted amongst the Saints. 

Sunday 13th. ** glorious day. The sun shining in splendour, a perfect 
calm on' the sea, not a ripple soon. Mother Gary's chickens sporting about 
us and a few caught by the boys. This is really a Sabbath at sea to suit 
a devout and a poetic mind. **t 10 o'clock a meeting hold on the poop deck 
and after the Saints were addressed by President Stevenson, he called on 
Klder W. 0. Mills to deliver a discburse on the first principles of the 
gospel, for the benefit of those not in the Church which was attended to. 
The attention of tho Saints was attracted by a small row boat on the waters 
whf£h proceeded from a pilot boat in tho distance. Tho pilot ontored our 
ship, but he was for New York. The Saints much pleased to see new faces, 
or the appearance of fellow mortals. * meeting held again on deck at 2 
o'clock which was addressed by President Stevenson on the work of tho Latter- 
days— or the preparatory work to meet the Messiah as spoken of and testified 
to by the* other Prophets and now established in fulfilment of the some. In 
the evening, at 6 o'clock the meeting was privileged with the Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper, of which all tho Saints partook. 

*\ Wednesday 16th. Wind ahead— a stiff b*ec>«e blowing— no sewing on deck 
today in consequence of tho bad weather— a great many sick today. « light- 
house seen tonight* In oonesquence of many of the Saints being short of 
sugar and a great call for it,' our President kindly issues out a portion of 
sugar which proved a blessing to the Saints. 
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Friday, loth. Today provisions served out to the passongprs; a very 
fine day, nearly calm. Today a pilot from Philadelphia came on board to 
the great joy of the Saints. The wind began to blow lightly and in affair 
point. Land seen, and we make Cape May; and the Breakwater and Lighthouse. 
We pass beautifully up the river Delaware— land on both sides, which cheers 
the hearts of the Saints. Duties and watching attended to as usual. 

Saturday, 19th. **bout one o'clock this morning tho wind being ahead 
we anchored about half ways up the river. The Saints sewing today. A 

small party, as we lay idly in the river, went ashore, under the direction 
of the Presidents and enjoyed themselves on terra firma for a short season, 
and visited two farmhouses. They brought with them a few fowl and eggs and 
milk, which were quite a treat to a few of the passengers.

Sunday 20th. This morning meetings were held in various wards. The 
wards were amalgamated to suit convenience and President Stevenson visited 
and preaohed to Bos. 1 and 2 wards united in No. 1 Ward.' Elder Slack, 
preached to 3. and *fth wards. Elders T. Jeremy visited No. 5 and Elder 
Lamoreaux Nos. 6 and 7* A good spirit prevailed. The weather becoming 
mild and fine, a meeting was convened on the deck at three o'clock, and 
being a testifying meeting, the Saints embraoed the privilege and enjoyed 
themselves much. The steam tug came alongside and moored waiting for the 
morning to tow us up the river. Meetings were held in the various wards, 
united as in the. morning, when the Lord's Supper was administered. They 
were visited by the President and Council. 

Monday, 21st. The steam tug took us in tow this morning about 9 o'clock 
in connection with the PARTHENIA, another emigrant ship, gladdened the hearts 
of the Saints* The scenery was delightful to their eyes. When off a creek 
(Delaware City Creek). The Hawser from the tug to the PABTHENIA broke which 







drove her ashore 9 and our vessel Might -have come seriously in collision 
but for the promptitude of our Captain and pilot. She sfLlghtly touched her 
starboard stern. We were then taken in tow by the tug and brought farther 
up to the Wilmington creak where we anchored all 'night* Instructions were 
issued to all the wards, meetings were spirited, and all went on well. 



' - 
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Tuesday t 22nd* The ery of "Philadelphia" heard by many of the Saints 
while in their berths at 5 o 1 clock, as we came to anchor (having been towed) 
about 6 o'clock. The eyes and hearts of .the Saints were gladdened* A 
Council meeting held this morning when President* Stevenson gave some 
necessary counsel to be made known to the Wards, and the councillors visited 
them as appointed, when the Saints evidenced a willingness to obey all 
counsel , and gratitude for the same* About 1/2 past nine the doctor came 
on board— all were assembled and passed uc, thank Qod, no sickness amongst 
us* Brother T, S. Fullmer and Brother Jeter Clinton visited us, as soon as 
we passed the Doctor* Meetings were convened to allow the Saints to have 
parting testimonies i and to keep them from being too much on deck.

THE TEXAS COMPANY OF LATTER-DAY SAINTS 

f (They seemed to continue on with this group) 

Edward Stevenson was appointed Captain of the S« M. Blair Company 
June 22, 1855* Many of the company were dying and Elder Blair asked t< 
be released* (Written Verbatim) 






June 11th, 1855* This afternoon I arrived at Atchison 5 miles from 
Mormon grove with a company of Saints comprising souls mostly of the 
CHIMBOB^ZO Company that came with me over the sea from Liverpool "via 
Philadelphia 9 Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania and St. Louis, Mo." My company has 
diminished from 532 souls to tbg> -present No. but thank Qod not by death as 
only two deaths of infants on t tic/ tea and one lad 8 years old who fell 
overboard in the Ohio River. I rec'd a note from Elder McGaw teams would 
be forth coming in the morning to remove us to camp Grand up to the Grove 
or farm therefore we put 20 wagons that I brought up from St. Louis and 
covered them in which we passed the night which seemed like Mormon Life* 
On the 12th we arrived near sunset at the Grove in a rainstorm nearly 
worn down with fatigue as our toils have been arduous; the cattle are the 
wildest I ever saw and most of the drivers equally wild being from the old 
country where men do not toil as here. Two wagons tippet over one broke 
the tongue but no one hurt. Notwithstanding the scene Of wagons, tents, 
farms, lowing of cattle and the busy scenes of the several company s preparing 
to Emigrate with the meeting of old and long parted friends seemed to 
Revive the Wearied Tabernacle. Here I remained in charge of 'my company 
assisting other comjfanys. Pitching in the farm and company until the 
2>rd inst # 



3ro* E. W. East, clerk of tho company, gave a day by day account of 
the trip, only when he had sicknoss in his own family and was unable to 
write.

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They arrived in Great Salt Lake City September 11th. There were 30 
deaths in the camp from the time the company left Mormon Grove— 29 died of 
cholera and one (a little boy of Bro. hiddlemass) of Cancer. Of the 29 « 
16 were of the Texas Company and 13 were of those that joined the company 
at Atchison* 






One sick man wandered from camp and was never found. 

Much time was spent in digging graves and selling possessions of the 
deceased*
